Ybrsaillbs,' May 27th 
Arriving by St Denis, where ua many people 
followed it aa rodu in carriages, it became 
evident that veryiiltlu of the stirring sconos 
in Pans could bo known nt ibis tfatidan depot 
more especially as tho Prussians were placing 
doable aud 'triple seattirs to cut off aft the 
communioations — and t'u run the blockade was 
certain death, as one poor wpmtin^ a .cpok, 
learned to ber'icost. 'Ibore was nothing left 
but to post by soino SO. miloa of a detour, and 
80 the city of tbo Giitnd .Monarch wi:s reached. 
It would bo next 10 impoisiblo thai any ol tho 
hcud"devils of ibe revolution could escaiie. 
Thu country awarms with gendarmes, de lee- 
lives, cavalry patroles, to whom papers muat 
bo sho^vn. In case of a pood capluro beiug 
mado, u reward In the shape of money aud 
proiuuliou id dure to follow. 

Il is uourly three monlbs since I last saw lil 
Thiers; Henas'llvfed in appearance a century. 
Ho is really an old man at last ; broken by 
ibo storms of state. 

Provided by Iho necesai.ry m litary pa«t,'and 
accompanied by n few friends, I was enabled 
to re=ontor Paris along tho route of thu victo- 
rious army. In their Ireiichiadvunce iho lyi 
ceinle tbe aoldicra had unriueitiunably worked 
well, and in the miiaa o( materiel accuraulatod 
tho evidence was clear Ibat Tliiers.liko MollUe, 
had Ibfc nothing to chance. In the cou'-se ol 
time wo aball have the facia of the euuy of 
regulars by the St CloudL'ate, Tboy gji io, 
to all appearances, by a' fluji'.' "CUo breach 
La .Maetio was an open road ih coihpariaoa to 
that where the niu it was first crossed. It was 
unexpected that the sim'ultaaeoua: dssanlt 
c6uld not be dulivereJ for some daya still. 
An angry dispatch from M Thiers couQrmod 
this, and tbo coniioued lirinjf Trora .Mont Va™ 
lerian proved ii. Slriingo thai iltook au hour 
to signal to tbe fottroas to coajo its thunder.

Peeping through 
tbo half open gate there|wero thirty corpses in 
11 heap covered by some leaves and yrocii 
bounha, A icaven^jcr who was ijuielly cloan- 
ing tho .Vvcnue, as iu tho lime or the Second 
Umpire, aeciued supremely indilfcreat to tbe 
tragedy. .On removing tha primitive covering;
